In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  7,  of  the  Act  of 
Assembly,  approved  June  3,  1885,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home,  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following  report  for  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  May  31,  1904. 

Herewith  is  a statement  in  detail  of  all  monevs  received  and  ex-

pended  by  General  Louis  Wagner,  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  during 
the  period  embraced  in  this  report. 

The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  have  been  audited  by  expert  li- 
censed accountants,  found  correct,  and  been  duly  certified  to. 

Submitted  herewith  are  the  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  Home 
relating  to  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Institution,  which 
will  be  found  to  be  very  complete,  and  to  contain  interesting  sta- 
tistical information. 

The  General  Assembly  appropriated  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
ten  thousand  dollars  (8110,000),  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Home, 
for  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  May  31,  1905.  (See  Act  of  Assembly, 
approved  May  13,  1903,  P.  L.  Page  374).  In  addition  to  this  appro- 
priation the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  receives  from  the 
United  States  Government,  through  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
National  Homes  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers,  a sum  equal  to 
one  half  the  per  capita  cost  per  annum  of  maintenance,  provided  the 
sums  to  be  paid  by  the  United  States  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred 
dollars  per  capita,  per  annum. 
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On  March  1,  1904,  the  Board  were  very  reluctantly  compelled  to 
accept  the  resignation  of  Colonel  R.  S.  Collum  (U.  S.  Marine  Corps, 
retired)  as  Commander.  Colonel  Collum  had  discharged  the  duties 
of  Commander  with  rare  ability  and  tact,  but  owing  to  failing 
health  he  was  unable  to  continue  in  the  position.  The  vacancy  was 
filled  by  the  selection  of  General  N.  J.  Maxwell  (late  of  the  100th 
Regiment,  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Infantry),  and  for  many  years 
Adjutant  of  the  Home.  Captain  Sylvester  H.  Martin  (late  88th  Regi- 
ment, Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Infantry)  was  selected  as  Adjutant. 
Major  W.  W.  Tyson  (late  45tli  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  In- 
fantry), who  filled  the  position  of  Commander,  from  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Home,  in  1886,  until  October  26,^1899,  when  he  was  re- 
lieved at  his  own  request  on  account  of  physical  disability,  and  se- 
lected as  Quartermaster,  continues  to  fill  this  important  position  in  a 
most  satisfactory  manner.  Dr.  S.  F.  Chapin  (late  Surgeon  139th 
Regiment,  Pennsylvania  Volunteer  Infantry),  assumed  the  duties 
of  Surgeon  of  the  Home  on  October  1,  1889,  and  has  served  continu- 
ously as  such  since  that  time,  and  in  a very  acceptable  manner. 

The  Act  of  Congress  approved  April  28,  1904,  (33  Stat.,  504)  will 
render  necessary  some  important  changes  in  the  regulation  as  to 
members  who  are  pensioners.  The  Act  of  Congress  provides  as 
follows: 

“State  or  Territorial  Homes  for  disabled  soldiers  and  sailors.  For 
continuing  aid  to  State  or  Territorial  homes  for  the  support  of  dis- 
abled volunteer  soldiers,  in  conformity  with  the  Act  approved  August 
twenty-seventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight.,  including  all 
classes  of  soldiers  admissible  to  the  National  Home  for  Disabled  Vol- 
unteer Soldiers,  nine  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars:  Provided, 

That  no  part  of  this  appropriation  shall  be  apportioned  to  any  State 
or  Territorial  Home  until  its  laws,  rules,  or  regulations  respecting  the 
pensions  of  its  inmates  be  made  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion four  of  an  Act  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-three,  entitled  “An  Act  prescribing  regulations  for  the  Sol- 
diers’ Home,  located  at  Washington,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
for  other  purposes;’  but  the  above  proviso  shall  not  apply  to  any 
State  or  Territorial  Home  into  which  the  wives  or  widows  of  soldiers 
are  admitted  and  maintained:  And  provided  further,  that  no  part  of 
this  appropriation  shall  be  apportioned  to  any  State  or  Territorial 
Home  that  maintains  a bar  or  canteen  where  intoxicating  liquors  are 
sold.” 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  cited  above  are  as  follows: 

“The  pensions  of  all  who  now  are  or  shall  hereafter  become  inmates 
of  the  Home,  except  such  as  shall  be  assigned  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Home.  The  money  thus  derived  shall 
not  become  a part  of  the  funds  of  the  Home,  but  shall  be  held  by  the 
Treasurer  in  trust  for  the  pensioner  to  whom  it  would  otherwise  have 
been  paid  and  such  part  of  it  as  shall  not  sooner  have  been  paid  to 
him  shall  be  paid  to  him  on  his  discharge  from  the  institution. 
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“The  board  of  commissioners  may  from  time  to  time  pay  over  to 
any  inmate  such  part  of  his  pension  money  as  they  think  best  for  his 
interest  and  consistent  with  the  discipline  and  good  order  of  the 
Home,  but  such  pensioner  shall  not  be  entitled  to  demand  or  have 
the  same  so  long  as  he  remains  an  inmate  of  the  Home. 

“In  case  of  the  death  of  any  pensioner,  any  pension  money  due 
him  and  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  paid  to  his 
legal  heirs,  if  demand  is  made  within  three  years;  otherwise  the  same 
shall  escheat  to  the  Home.” 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  National  Homes  for  Disabled  Vol- 
unteer Soldiers  will  no  doubt  formulate  and  promulgate  the  nec- 
essary rules  and  regulations  to  apply  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
Congress  to  the  several  State  Homes. 

The  appropriation  made  by  the  State  and  the  General  Government 
is  being  carefully  and  with  due  economy  applied  in  caring  for  the 
deserving  and  disabled  veteran  soldiers  and  sailors,  who  are  pro- 
vided with  the  comforts  of  a home  in  their  declining  years  and  in 
their  infirmity,  a kindness  and  consideration  which  they  duly  appre- 
ciate and  enjoy.  The  Home  is  a credit  to  the  generosity  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, and  the  Board  of  Trustees  feel  that  they  but  express  the 
sentiment  of  the  members  of  the  Home,  and  the  surviving  soldiers 
and  sailors  whose  comrades  and  shipmates  are  the  beneficiaries  of 
the  Institution  in  conveying  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, their  thanks  for  the  liberal  provision  they  have  so  patri- 
otically made  for  the  support  of  the  Institution.

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REPORT  OP  COMMANDER. 


Hon.  Thos.  J.  Stewart,  Secretary: 

Sir:  I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  two 
years  ending  May  31,  1904,  with  the  report  of  Adjutant,  Quartermas- 
ter, Surgeon  and  Chaplain. 

I was  temporarily  in  command  from  May  1,  1903,  to  October  1, 

1903,  and  was  acting  Commander  from  October  1,  1903,  to  March  1, 

1904,  when  I'  assumed  the  duties  of  Commander. 

The  improvements  made  during  the  last  year  consist  of  new  floors 
in  nine  rooms  in  the  Administration  building,  cement  floors  in  bakery, 
a very  fine  conservatory,  an  ice  house  with  capacity  of  eight  hundred 
tons,  cold  storage  annex  to  main  building,  cold  storage  in  hospital 
building,  coal  shed,  annex  to  fire  house,  and  a chicken  house.  Two 
shuffle  boards  have  been  placed  in  the  amusement  hall  making  quite 
an  addition  to  the  amusements  furnished  for  the  members. 


Hospitals. 

The  hospital  has  received  especial  attention  and  nothing  has  been 
withheld  from  this  department  that  would  contribute  to  the  health  or 
comfort  of  the  patients. 


Discipline. 

The  discipline  of  the  Home  in  general  is  good  and  the  members 
quiet  and  contented,  yet  occasionally  there  are  persons  admitted, 
whom  to  judge  from  their  actions,  seems  to  have  lost  all  respect  for 
themselves  or  the  good  name  of  the  Home.  I am  happy  to  say  there 
are  but  few  such  in  the  Home  at  present. 


Religious  Services. 

Religious  services  have  been  held  every  Sabbath  at  3 o’clock  P.  M. 
and  prayer  meeting  on  Thursday  evening,  except  through  the  hot 
weather  in  August.  The  ministers  of  the  different  denominations 
of  the  city  have  kindly  offered  their  services  bringing  with  them  their 
choirs. 


Library.

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The  general  condition  of  health  during  the  time  covered  by  this  re- 
port has  continued  good.  We  have  not  been  visited  by  an  epidemic 
of  any  kind  save  a mild  one  of  influenza  during  the  inclement  season 
of  fall  and  spring  but  not  marked  with  many  fatalities. 

We  find  the  death  rate  for  the  two  years  covered  by  this  report 
to  be  2 per  cent,  less  than  shown  at  last  biennial  report. 

The  average  age  of  the  membership  is  now  66  years,  as  compared 
with  64  and  11  months  at  last  report. 

The  average  age  of  the  deaths  in  this  report  is  TO  years,  last  re- 
port was  68  years. 

The  Hospital  Department  is  in  good  sanitary  condition.  A fine 
cold  storage  having  two  apartments  has  been  placed  in  the  hospital 
kitchen,  having  a capacity  of  two  tons  of  ice.  Within  the  ice  cham- 
ber a large  coil  of  water  pipe  has  been  placed,  being  connected  with 
water  svstem  that  filters  all  the  water  used  in  the  Home  for  drink- 

t/ 

ing  and  cooking  purposes.  This  pipe  leads  to  all  the  wards  in  the 
hospital,  furnishing  ice  cold  water  at  all  time  without  extra  cost  to 
all  the  people  in  the  department. 

To  equip  the  kitchen  with  competent  cook  and  help  has  been  a 
somewhat  troublesome  effort  with  higher  wages  it  is  possible  better 
results  might  be  had. 

The  system  of  detailed  help  for  nurses  does  well  in  most  cases.  We 
find  as  a rule  that  the  comrades  are  kind  to  the  sick  and  fill  their 
places  quite  well  for  very  low  wages.  We  employ  three  professional 
nurses,  two  females  and  one  male,  who  have  charge  of  the  nurses 
and  their  work. 

The  number  of  sick  in  quarters  has  been  on  the  increase.  Many 
who  are  feeble  with  age  and  temporary  disabilities,  prefer  to  remain 
in  their  rooms,  where  in  a sense  thev  feel  isolated,  rather  than  in 
large  wards,  and  it  relieves  the  hospital  from  over  crowding,  for  in 
a sense  the  Home  is  a hospital. 

The  number  of  prescriptions  made  at  sick  call  has  increased  owing 
to  increased  membership  of  the  Home.  The  total  has  reached  18,000 
during  the  last  two  years. 

Dr.  William  Braliam  Washabaugh  from  Grove  City,  a graduate 
from  Jefferson  University,  class  1903,  is  now  filling  the  position  of 
Assistant  Surgeon  in  a verv  satisfactorv  manner.

Dear  Sir:  I have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  report  as  Chaplain 
of  the  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Home  of  Erie,  Pennsylvania. 

For  three  years  I have  tried  faithfully  to  attend  to  all  of  the  duties 
as  Chaplain  of  the  Home.  I have  attended  all  the  funerals  at  the 
Home  or  seen  that  a minister  was  provided  for  that  special  duty. 
The  sick  in  the  hospital  I kept  in  close  touch  with,  and  gave  counsel, 
comfort  and  cheer;  as  often  as  possible  holding  such  services  as 
seemed  wise  and  best  for  all  concerned.  The  Thursday  evening  ser- 
vice was  always  well  attended;  we  had  good  singing,  led  by  Mrs. 
Near  and  assisted  by  the  friends  of  the  Home.  Surely  the  weekly 
meetings  were  a joy,  a help,  and  a blessing  to  all  who  attended. 

On  Sunday  afternoon  services  are  held  by  twenty  or  more  of  the 
ministers  of  the  city,  taking  their  turn  and  bringing  their  choirs  to 
the  three  o’clock  service.  The  clergy  of  the  city  deserves  great  credit 
for  their  kind  and  efficient  service  with  heart,  hand  and  brain.  The 
ministers  and  their  choirs  cheerfully  help  to  add  to  the  happiness  of 
all.  As  chaplain  I thank  all  for  the  help  rendered  at  all  times  when 
asked,  at  regular  or  special  services. 

My  own  work  has  been  a work  of  love,  and  officers  and  comrades 
have  made  the  work  a great  pleasure. 

It  is  with  a feeling  of  sadness  that  X gave  up  the  duties  of  Chaplain, 
having  been  appointed  to  a new  field  of  labor. 

My  earnest  prayer  is  that  the  Home  may  prosper  and  continue  to 
bless  and  be  blessed.
